"It was the best of times, 

it was the worst of times . . . . " 

When Kentucky State University President Raymond Burse used 
those words from Charles Dickens to describe the state of the university 
in January, 1989, he must have known what he was talking about. 

The 1988-89 school year was one which saw KSU accomplish much. 
It was indeed the best of times when one considers the completion of the 
self-study for the Southern Association of Colleges and Schools, and the 
good review the SACS visiting team gave the school. University fund- 
raising reached a new high, and so did alumni fund-raising participation. 
The football team scored its first road victory in years, and the women's 
basketball team had a winning season with a 16-12 record, a dramatic 
improvement over the previous season's 5-22 record. And the $40 million 
capital improvement project was completed, giving the university a new 
face for the future. 

But it was the worst of times, too, as the university was embroiled in 
controversy and subjected to the media spotlight. From charges of rape in 
a dormitory room, to a renegade dean's public accusations against the 
university administration, to the governor's replacement of the entire 
Board of Regents, to Raymond Burse's resignation, KSU was often in the 
public eye, and seemed to be a school with problems. 

But — to switch literary allusions — we emerged from the winter of 
our discontent with a well-respected interim president; with the fiscal 
and physical condition of the university in better shape than ever; and 
with the hope that the university will continue to grow and expand its 
role as the state's unique small liberal arts public university, never 
forgetting its heritage as the only historically black school in Kentucky. 

Going back to Dickens (and paraphrasing his Mme. Defarge): Change 
is a long time on the road; it is on the road and coming. It never retreats 
and it never stops. It may not come while we are here, but we shall have 
helped it. 



August - September 

Dr. Mary L. Smith, after 18 years of service at 
KSU as professor of education and then dean of the 
College of Applied Sciences, became the new vice 
president for academic affairs. 

Dr. Steven H. Gale (top right), scholar, poet and 
playwright, became the first person to occupy the 
new endowed chair in the humanities. 

Over 100 students gathered (below) to commem- 
orate the 25th anniversary of Dr. Martin Luther 
King, Jr.'s march on Washington Aug. 28. 

In his remarks to the university during the 
opening convocation, President Burse (right) issued a 
challenge to the university community to "maintain 
that fire, that spirit, that dedication and that com- 
mittment with which you entered this university." 

Students were treated Aug. 18 to a "Back to 
School Extravaganza" sponsored by SGA. Following 
a performance by Lexington-based Romeo Delite, 
students participated in a mini talent show. Winners 
in the talent show were Vanessa Giddens, Camille 
Turner, Reggie Allen, Donald Langford, Anita and 
Annette Gregory, Michelle Johnson, the City Boys 
and Kevin Parker. 

The work of KSU students and faculty from the 
spring and summer sessions was displayed in a 
month-long exhibit called "The Art of Watercolor." 

Patrick Claiborne and Clem Vinegar were ap- 
pointed to fill the vacant positions of chief justice 
and secretary for the SGA Sept. 1. 

Five KSU students were arrested and charged 
with an alleged rape in Young Hall Sept. 11. (All 
five were later acquitted.) Open visitation was sus- 
pended indefinitely pending a university investiga- 
tion. 

Steven Gale gave his inaugural address to the 
university Sept. 8. Gale said "we live in an anti-in- 
tellectual climate," which we must combat by fos- 
tering an inquiring atmosphere at the university. 

Traci Hines was crowned Miss Freshman 
Sept. 7. 

The Council on Higher Education formula-fund- 
ing-review hearing was held at KSU Sept. 29. Presi- 
dent Burse told the CHE committee that universities 
need 100 percent funding to accomplish their goals. 

Former Gov. Julian Carroll was the keynote 
speaker at a Substance Abuse Forum held at KSU 
Sept. 27. Carroll said, "We cannot achieve quality 
education as long as drug use continues to interrupt 
the decorum of the classroom." 

A concert by The Deele and Johnny Kemp along 
with Lexington's Romeo Delite on Labor Day week- 
end entertained a small crowd of about 300 KSU 
students downtown at the Civic Center. 
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October - November

The football team muzzled the Knoxville Col- 
lege Bulldogs 31-20 at the Homecoming game. 

President Burse reinstated open visitation 
Oct. 4. 

It was reported that enrollment was up, with 
full-time enrollment setting a new record. 

A search of dorm rooms in Young Hall netted 
some knives, paraphernalia, marijuana seeds and al- 
cohol. 

Students and faculty members performed at a 
Fine Arts convocation Oct. 20. 

Controversy and media scrutiny continued to 
plague KSU, as the dean of the College of Arts and 
Sciences went public with allegations against the 
university. Dean Philip Chandler had been suspend- 
ed by President Burse following an exchange of 
memos between Chandler and academic vice presi- 
dent Mary Smith. 

Chandler was reinstated as dean during a heat- 
ed Board of Regents meeting Nov. 17. (It was later 
learned that Chandler had accepted a position at the 
University of Oklahoma shortly after being suspend- 
ed.) The board also gave Mary Smith a unanimous 
vote of support. Burse, saying he was "disgusted and 
hurt by some of the things that have been said," 
said he would leave the university after completing 
several projects. 

KSU's ROTC cadets participated in a special 
Veterans' Day pageant sponsored by the Kentucky 
Historical Society honoring "Kentucky's Citizen Sol- 
diers." 

Students had a chance to show their parents 
where they lived and worked during KSU's Family 
Weekend Oct. 28-30. 

The first KSU Halloween Monster Mash Bash 
was held Oct. 29, in the Student Center Ballroom. 

Dr. Henry V. Moyana of Zimbabwe told KSU 
students that southern Africa cannot develop peace- 
fully under the present regime in South Africa. 
About 100 students attended the speech, sponsored 
by the School of Public Affairs. 

The annual Tech Fest was held Nov. 3-4. Dem- 
onstrations of robotics, hydraulics and electronic 
equipment were offered (below right). 

Alpha Phi Alpha fraternity held the Black Cul- 
tural Ensemble II Nov. 6. Dr. Patricia Pearson talked 
about Africa's independent countries, while Dr. Al- 
vin Seales spoke of Africans' contributions to U.S. 
culture. 

SGA, the Pan Hellenic Association and ROTC 
sponsored food and clothing drives for the needy at 
Christmas. 



December - January 

Gov. Wallace Wilkinson replaced KSU's entire 
Board of Regents in January. New regents are chair- 
person and former Gov. Louie B. Nunn, former Gov. 
Edward "Ned" Breathitt, Barbara Curry, Dr. Allan 
Lansing, Edythe Jones Hayes, William B. Moore, John 
Johnson, and James E. Luckett. (At right: Breathitt, 
Curry, Lansing and Hayes) 

In his State of the University address, President 
Burse called the 1988-89 school year "the best of 
times and the worst of times." 

A number of KSU students and administrators 
took part in the annual commemoration of Dr. Martin 
Luther King, Jr.'s birthday at the St. John AME 
Church. Students also took part in a protest at the 
state capitol, because King's birthday is not a state 
holiday. 

The $40 million, six-year capital construction and 
renovation project neared completion as finishing 
touches were applied during the "sprucing-up phase." 

Dr. Christopher Chuku, associate professor in the 
School of Business, died in a traffic accident during a 
visit to his native Nigeria. 

Last year's men's basketball most valuable player, 
Thor Shaffer, was suspended from the basketball 
team, reportedly for receiving a $99 loan from a coach. 
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February - March 

Charleston Bowles, a senior guard on the Tho- 
robred basketball .team, became the 15th Thorobred 
in history to score 1,000 career points. 

A smoldering fire in a utilities tunnel forced the 
evacuation of the campus Feb. 17. 

The third-worst flood in Frankfort history 
caused the evacuation of dozens of homes and busi- 
nesses in downtown Frankfort. 

The "world's greatest trick shot artist," Paul 
Gerni, (right), gave a billiards workshops and exhibi- 
tion in the Student Center game room. 

Black History Month activities brought a num- 
ber of distinguished guests to KSU during February. 

Partners 'N' Rhyme, the KSU rap group which 
won the Media Madness rap show in the fall, 
opened for the "Don't Believe the Hype" concert 
featuring Public Enemy Feb. 24. 

The Southern Association of Colleges and 
Schools (SACS) accreditation team visited KSU the 
week of March 20 to validate the self-study submit- 
ted by the university. 

Ten or more bomb threats disrupted campus life 
early in the spring semester. The university said it 
would monitor phone calls if necessary to catch the 
callers. 

Ron Banks' play "The Street Life of Drugs on a 
College Campus" was presented March 16 (right). 
Players included George Milliken, Darryl Simmons, 
Tonjuna Fortson, Vanessa Giddens, Fred Walker, 
Scott Cheatum and John Sanders. 

KSU grad student Byron S. Brown gave a stirring 
speech about African Americans and the continuing 
need to work for equality at the Capital City Sev- 
enth Day Adventist Church. 

The Rev. Hosea Williams of the Southern Chris- 
tian Leadership Conference told KSU students that 
"what makes the battle winnable is the fighting spir- 
it of the soldiers." Williams encouraged students to 
continue the fight to preserve KSU's history. 

President Burse announced at a special Board of 
Regents meeting March 31 that he would step down 
from the presidency effective April 18. 



April - May 

William H. Graham (right), a member of KSU's 
NAIA national championship teams of 1970-71, re- 
turned to his alma mater to be head coach of the 
men's basketball team. 

New officers for the Student Government Associa- 
tion were elected April 18: Corey Bellamy, president; 
Cynthia Young, vice president; Cecelia Lee Bfookins, 
secretary; and Tshaka Lafayette, chief justice. Marit 
Williams was elected Miss KSU. Deneia Best and 
Dawn Morgan were elected first and second atten- 
dants. 

The Board of Regents named Dr. Mary L. Smith 
interim president. 

The Thorobred News took eight awards at the an- 
nual Kentucky Intercollegiate Press Association Con- 
ference. 

KSU alumus and practicing dentist Dr. Danny 
Chacko was the guest speaker at the Lloyd E. Alexan- 
der Biology Day. Senior Patricia Cronin (right) re- 
ceived the Lloyd E. Alexander Biology Award, pre- 
sented by Professor Emeritus Alexander himself. Oth- 
er award recipients were Richard Carlisle, Leslie Dav- 
isd, Vicki Tidwell, Jeff Rosenstiel, Tia Twaddell, 
Bryan Leonard, Jan Bailey, Kandi Branson, Ray Hays 
and Erica Simpson. 

Two KSU music students, Elisa Richey and Stacey 
Gibbs, were selected as resident advisors at the Gover- 
nor's School for the Arts. They are the first KSU stu- 
dents to receive the honor. 

KSU's Small Jazz Ensemble was selected to per- 
form at the National Association for Equal Opportuni- 
ty in Higher Education convention in Washington in 
April. 

Dr. Ronald J. Sheehy, dean of the Honors College 
at Prairie View (Texas) A&M University, told students 
at the annual Honors Convocation that they must 
share an interest in the fundamental moral issues of 
our time. 

KSU honored its student athletes at the April 19 
All-Sports Awards Banquet. Forty-seven students were 
recognized for their prowess. 

Patricia Holland, Thorobrette basketball MVP, was 
named third team all-American by the Women's Black 
College Basketball Association. 

KSU's 100th commencement saw 223 students 
graduate. 



In Memoriam 



Dr. Christopher 
Chuku 

Students returning to campus after Christmas 
break were shocked and saddened to learn that 
Dr. Christopher Chuku, an associate professor in 
the School of Business, died in a traffic accident 
Dec. 17 during a visit to his native Nigeria. He was 
36. 

A memorial scholarship was established in 
Chuku's honor. His widow, Alfreda, awarded the 
first Christopher Chuku Memorial Scholarship to 
Judy Williams at the April 19 Honors Convocation. 

Chuku's death was "a tremendous loss to the 
university," said Dr. Dae Sung Lee, business dean: 
"He was so popular with students; he had such a 
nice rapport with students. I cannot describe the 
loss." 

Chuku came to KSU in September, 1987. He 
held a doctorate in business administration from 





Nova University in Fort Lauderdale, Fla. He is sur- 
vived by his wife and by three children, Crystal, 
Princely and Kingsley. 

"He was an excellent teacher," said business 
major Lisa Harris. "He made you learn." 



The Student Center 

The Carl M. Hill Student Center is in many 
respects the hub of campus life. It houses the 
Office of Student Life, the Student Government 
Association offices, the game room, as well as 
meeting rooms and a lounge (not to mention the 
grill and the cafeteria).

Fire forces

While Frankfort was under assault by 
the Kentucky River, a smoldering fire in a 
utility tunnel prompted the evacuation of 
the Kentucky State University campus Fri- 
day morning, Feb. 17. 

Buses took students from campus to the 
Frankfort Civic Center, where students 
learned they would not be able to return to 
campus that day. About 280 students were 
housed in area motels while Frankfort fire- 
men and university officials assessed the sit- 
uation.

They expressed concern 
over the suspension of open visitation that followed the 
incident, and they criticized the media for reporting bad 
news about the university.

In November, more than 200 students turned out 
for a Board of Regents meeting to express their support 
for KSU President Raymond Burse. And they were vo- 
cal in protesting the board's reinstatement of contro- 
versial Dean Philip Chandler: They said the board 
should fire him. 

Students marched on the state capitol in January 
(photos, this page) demanding that the governor make 
Martin Luther King's birthday a state holiday. The 
crowd swelled to about 200 following a commemora- 
tive program in the capitol, after which protestors mar- 
ched around the building. 

"Though the fight for justice and equality which 
took place in the '60s is a part of our history, we must 
relive that history," wrote Bryan Leonard in The Tho- 
robred News: "We must not take it for granted and give

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The renovation of the library 
roughly doubled its size, making 
space in which to house new books, 
exhibits, the media center and the 
music library.

On May 14, 1989, 223 students 
— of many races and cultures — 
received degrees in a variety of 
fields from what is now Kentucky 
State University. 

Commencement speaker Lt. 
Gov. Brereton Jones noted that KSU 
has gone through many changes 
and is poised for an important fu- 
ture. 

"Who among you has the cour- 
age to see that any person in this 
state, no matter what color, what 
age, what economic circumstances, 
has the opportunity to get an edu- 
cation that is at least equal to and 
competitive with educational 
opportunities anywhere in the na- 
tion?" Jones challenged the gradu- 
ates.

The season that wasn't 

The Kentucky State Thorobreds were returning several lettermen and welcoming 
some red-shirt players who sat out the 1987-88 campaign. Expectations were high for an 
improvement over that season's 16-12 record. But midway through the season — following 
a 4-2 start — theT-breds fell on hard times as players were lost to academic difficulties or 
NCAA problems. The team lost its top two scorers, as well as its leading rebounders. 

The fact that head coach Paul Peck resigned before the start of the season and was re- 
placed by assistant coach Al Gordon didn't help the T-Breds, either. And things only got 
worse as the season went on. After December, the season was totally lost and the T-Breds 
proceeded to lose 20 straight games, finishing with the worst record since the institution 
became a university. They were 4-24 and the only bright spot of the season was Charles- 
ton Bowles' performance (see below). In addition to joining the 1,000-point elite, Bowles 
was team MVP and led the team in scoring. 

The T-Breds have some lettermen returning for the 1989-90 campaign, but with the 
uncertainty about a new head coach and few new recruits, the program has gone back- 
wards and faces a rebuilding stage in 1989-90. 





Bowles joins 1,000-point club 

Charleston "Bubby" Bowles became only the 15th player in Kentucky State Uni- 
versity history to score over 1,000 points in his career. The big moment came in Bell 
Gymnasium Jan. 23. 

Bowles, a 6-foot-2-inch senior guard from Indianapolis, Ind. and a graduate of 
Howe High School, said he didn't really feel the effects of his accomplishment until 
after he thought about the company he had joined and what an achievement he had 
reached. 

Charleston's brother Fred, who also played and starred at Kentucky State, was 
the last player to score 1,000 points. "Bubby" said that even though it was not a 
competitive thing between the two brothers, it "makes the feeling that much sweet- 
er" to know that they will go down in history here as the 14th and 15th 1,000-point 
scorers. 

Bowles, a marketing major with a minor in economics, said that his academic 
endeavors are just as important as his athletic achievements. 

Isadore Rich, KSU athletic academic advisor, said that Charleston is a fine stu- 
dent who has all the ability and tools to be successful in the world of work and in 
life. 

It is clear that Charleston has been a leader by example during his years at KSU.

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Burse era comes to an end 



"There are few chances in life a person gets to 
make a meaningful contribution to something," said 
Raymond M. Burse, accepting the presidency of Ken- 
tucky State University in 1982. 

During Burse's seven-year tenure, KSU changed 
dramatically. Burse, at 32 the youngest president in 
the university's history, arrived at a campus in crisis. 
Buildings were in disrepair; finances were in a sham- 
bles. There was talk of closing the school or making it 
a community college. 

The legislature gave KSU a new mission — to be- 
come the state's "unique small public liberal arts uni- 
versity" — and Burse led the drive for change. He 
also oversaw $40 mil- 
lion in capital construc- 
tion which changed the 
university's face re- 
markably. 

The changes were 
more than cosmetic. 
Burse oversaw the de- 
velopment of the 
school's liberal arts pro- 
grams, including the 
creation of both the 
Whitney M. Young, Jr. 
College of Leadership 
Studies and the Integra- 
tive Studies Program. 

While even his crit- 
ics recognized his ac- 
complishments, contro- 
versy dogged Burse. His 
management style, 
which some called abra- 
sive, brought him under 
fire from faculty and 
media alike. He was 
blamed for the rate of 
turnover of faculty and 
senior administrators 
during his tenure. He 
was also criticized by 
state black leaders for 
too aggressively im- 
plementing the state de- 
segregation plan and 
losing a number of 
black faculty. 

In April 1988, Burse 
resigned, saying he was 
tired and burnt out. He 



said later that regents, colleagues and students had 
persuaded him to stay. In October he became em- 
broiled in a controversy over what then-Dean Philip 
Chandler called institutionalized racism. Burse an- 
nounced after that that he would soon leave KSU. 

In January, 1989, Gov. Wallace Wilkinson re- 
placed the entire Board of Regents; and at a board 
meeting in March it was decided that Burse would 
step down effective April 18. 

"I have had a love affair with the students of 
this university," said Burse. "They have been my 
pride and joy. I will lose that interaction with stu- 
dents, but it's time to move on." 
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Mary Smith takes the reins 



When Dr. Mary L. Smith began the 1988-89 
school year as a newly-appointed vice president 
for academic affairs, she had no idea she would 
end the year in the president's office. She said that 
while her appointment as interim president sur- 
prised her, it was really a continuation of the 
work she was doing as vice president. 

"It's time consuming, interesting and exhaust- 
ing, and difficult to sum up in a few words," 
Smith said of her new duties. 

While the appointment may have surprised 
her, she moved quickly to imprint her own style 
on the office of the president. Faculty and staff re- 



port a more relaxed atmosphere, which Smith says she 
hopes will improve productivity. 

"Not being a stranger to the institution has helped," 
she said. "Having been in the trenches I understand 
what the needs are better perhaps than a stranger would 
coming in." She added that she has received a lot of 
support from the university community. 

Smith, an 18-year veteran at KSU, can be said to 
have worked her way up through the ranks. She began 
as a faculty member in the education department in 
1974; was appointed dean of the College at Applied Sci- 
ences in 1983; and was promoted to academic affairs 
vice president last fall. 





On the occasion of her appointment to 
that office, Smith told The Thorobred News 
what she felt the university's goal should be, 
and her prediction for the university's fu- 
ture: 

"We need to work to instill in students 
the desire to learn, and we need to conserve 
Kentucky State's heritage while at the same 
time continuing to grow. I think we're in 
good shape," she said.
